He wrote a great number of treatises on philosophy and medicine, the most 
important of which were his commentary on the ‘‘ Metaphysics ’’ of Aristotle and his famous 
‘* Canon,’’ the sovereign authority for centuries in medical science.

It 
is a magnificent foho, printed with the much-discussed ‘‘ R-type ’’ on fine paper, and con- 
taining a large number of remedies for each symptom that has ever since appeared.

then goes on to show how a will should be made, with an example of such an official docu- 
ment; coming eventually to the medical part, which extends from page 11 to 148. The 
conclusion forms the spiritual medicine : exhortations, confessions, prayers, etc. 


The woodcut ex-libris, occupying the recto of the last leaf, otherwise blank, is a 
great typographical curiosity. It consists of a blank shield and two scrolls. On one of 
these are engraved the words ‘‘ Das puch und der schilt ist,’’ the corresponding one being 
intended for the owner’s name, and the shield for his coat of arms. Wagner is not known 
to have used this woodcut again, and we are aware of only one other instance during the 
fifteenth century—in Flores Legum, Ingolstadt, by G. Wirffel and M. Ayrer, 1497—of a 
printer providing the book-plate. 

Concerning the woodcut initial letters, which are a particular feature of this produc- 
tion, we can best quote Jennings :— 

‘* The chief interest of this volume . . . resides in its initial letters, after the 
designs, which are preserved at the Pinacothek at Munich, of Israel von Mencken. Many 
of them are repeated a great many times, there being altogether between seventy and eighty 
impressions; but these represent only eight different letters of the alphabet, A, D, E, H, I, 
M, P, S. Of these the EH . . . is the only letter which is both engraved and printed 
perfectly, the A being the next best. Nearly all the others are flat, often wanting in depth 
and relief, besides being badly printed. 

‘* Altogether this book is one of the most interesting relics of early typography, and 
is especially noticeable as being the first volume illustrated by a known artist.’’

His famous Lilio de Medicina, a complete treatise 
on the manner of curing all the maladies then known, was commenced, according to his 
preface, at Montpellier in July, 1805.

Hans Rudolf Manuel alias Deutsch (1525-1571) was an illustrator of the school of 
Berne; several of the cuts bear his monogram (HRMD). There is hardly a page that does 
not contain from one to four woodcuts of the most weird nature. Storms, plagues, signs in 
the skies, carnivorous beasts, strange birds, sea monsters, gigantic cattle, men exhibiting 
every form of deformity and malformation, an infinite variety of Siamese twins, sirens, 
Janus’, hermaphrodites, centaurs, and parasite bearing men are portrayed throughout the 
text of 670 pages. 

The author, Conrad Wolffhart (graecised into Lycosthenes), a philologist, was born 
in Alsace in 1518, and educated at Heidelberg; in 1542 he was invited to Basel to give 
lessons in grammar and logic, and at Basel he remained for the rest of his short life. He 
edited an edition of the ‘‘ Book of Prodigies ’’ by the fourth-century Latin writer Julius 
Obsequens, with a supplement, which was published at. Basel in 1552. In 1557 appeared at

Basel, in Latin and German, his own laboriously compiled work on prodigies, ‘‘ Prodigiorum 
et ostentorum chronicon.’’ At the commencement the gives a list of over 270 authorities 
from whom he has drawn for the prodigies described; the list begins with certain books of 
the Old and New Testaments, works through the ancient Greek and Latin writers, and comes 
down to a vast concourse of writers of “his own day, closing with a request to his readers 
to communicate to him any further instances of which they may know (‘‘ si modo certae ac 
indubitatae fidei sint’’). The work, as might be expected, is not a systematic discussion 
of monsters from an anatomical point of view, but is treated from the fantastic and credulous 
standpoint of the time.

Andreas Vesalius, the great anatomist, was the son of an apothecary in the service of 
the Princess Margaret, governess of the Netherlands, and was born at Brussels in 1514. 
From boyhood he showed a strong bent to the study of anatomy, and with courage and deter- 
mination he applied himself to it at Louvain and at Paris, running grave risks to obtain 
subjects. He accompanied for a short time the imperial army for the sake of increasing his 
knowledge ; taught at the Universities of Pavia, Bologna, and Pisa with extraordinary success ; 
acquired wider renown by the publication of his great work in 1542, and two years later was 
appointed first physician to the Emperor Charles V., whom he had thenceforth to accompany 
in all his movements. He held the same office under Philip II., and in consequence of the 
claims on his time, as royal physician, he did not prosecute his scientific studies. Suddenly, 
in the height of his honours and prosperity, he resolved on making the pilgrimage to Jeru- 
salem, owing to the fact that he was found guilty of murder by the Inquisition for having 
opened a body for dissection, before death had really taken place, and that he was allowed 
to expiate the crime by a pilgrimage instead of death. On his return (1564) he was wrecked 
and perished of hunger and exhaustion in the Island of Zante. 


This, his principal work (‘‘ De Corporis Humani Fabrica ’’), by its original views, 
important discoveries, and convincing evidence, constituted the sciences of human anatomy, 
and opened a new era in the progress of medical science. Its daring attacks on established 
doctrines and the venerated authority of Galen brought down on its author a storm of bitter 
reproach and opposition; but the storm soon allayed itself, and Vesalius was honoured by the 
next generation as the discoverer of a New World. This work was first published at Basel in 
1542-3, which edition is exceedingly rare, and almost invariably incomplete, because it never 
was intended to be bound together, but rather was for use in separate sheets. The second 
edition appeared in 1555 at Basel, and this, the third edition, at Venice in 1568.

First Edition. This work is, to a certain extent, based upon material supplied by 
the distinguished doctor, Garcia de Orta, whom the author met in the course cf his travels in 
Asia; and was the original of Clusio’s translation in Latin, and the later versions in French 
and Italian. : 

Christovam da Costa (c. 1515-1580), the distinguished surgeon, physician, and 
botanist, was a Portuguese subject. According to some authorities, he was born at Ceuta 
or Tangiers, when both these cities were under Portuguese rule, while Espasa’s Enciclopedia 
states that Mozambique was his birthplace. He described himself as an ‘‘ African.’’ He 
accompanied the Portuguese Viceroy, Dom Luis de Ataide, to India; and there spent many 
years practising medicine, and at the same time serving in the army. Later, he undertook 
many long and arduous journeys in tropical countries, for the purpose of studying natural 
history; suffering shipwreck, captivity and many hardships in Persia, China, Africa, etc. 
On his return to Europe he settled down in Burgos, Spain, where he wrote books in Spanish; 
one of the principal ones being this Tractado, which is still regarded as an important and . 
authoritative work on the subject of medicines and drugs. The interesting woodcuts are 
reproduced from freehand drawings executed by the author, and illustrate many Asiatic 
plants which had, until then, been unknown in Europe. 

As regards the interesting binding, the arms embossed on the covers are those of the 
sixteenth-century bibliophile, Don Francisco Cabrera y Bobadilla, Marques de Moya.

Bright will ever be held in remembrance as the inventor of modern shorthand writ- 
ing. He was also the author of ‘‘ A Treatise on Melancholy,’’ which work is said to have 
suggested to Burton his ‘‘ Anatomy of Melancholy.”’ 

The above work is a general treatise on diseases, tracing their country of origin, their 
cures, etc. 

‘* The East and West Indies, Arabia, Barbarie, the Red Sea, are the Mines, as it 
were, and the ‘ fountaines ’ of medicines, and Spaine, Portugale, and Venice, the ventes of 
such things, and Navigation the meanes to obtaine them.”’ 

Speaking of a certain disease the author writes: ‘‘ Where being brought over with 
the Spaniards which returned with Christopherus Columbus, who first discovered the West 
Indies, it hath since infected the whole world.”’’

The King, in the preface to his ‘‘ Daemonologie,’’ speaks of ‘‘ one called Scot, an Knglish- 
man, who is not ashamed in publike print to denie that there can be such a thing as witch- 
Cralt, 

Staunton describes it as a work ‘‘ Shakespeare was undoubtedly well read in.’’ Drake

The second edition of a very rare medical work on the diseases and infirmities most 
common in Mexico, including the Cocolixtli, which devastated New Spain in 1576; and 
other more general maladies. The work is divided into ten treatises on anatomy, fevers, 
tumours, wounds, fractures, diseases of children, etc., etc., and has an additional chapter 
of prescriptions and recipes, concocted from Peruvian, Mexican and other American herbs 
and drugs, for medicines, cordials, ointments and lotions. 


Alonso Lopez was born circa 1535, and added the surname of Hinojoso as he was a 
native of Hinojosos in the bishopric of Cuenca. He practised as a physician and surgeon 
in Mexico, and was for fourteen years, doctor at the Indians’ Hospital Real.

The crown proposed to compound the offence 
if the Vintners would agree to an imposition, and Kilvert was introduced to the company 
of Abell, in that year Master, in order to coerce them by threats of prosecution. The 
Vintners gave way, and agreed to the imposition in return for a grant of the monopoly of 
wines. Kilvert was paid £1,000 out of the purse of the Vintners’ Company, although without 
the consent of the *‘ generality.’’ Immediately on the assembling of the Long Parliament, 
Kilvert was called into question, along with Alderman Abell, for his share in this transac- 


tion. He wrote several pamphlets in his own defence. The Vintners’ Company replied in 
the above pamphlet.

Chamberlen’s life was one long succession of schemes. In 1648 he proposed to 
institute a system of hydro-therapeutics, and he petitioned parliament to consider the 
question, especially as a prevention of plague. The College of Physicians, to whom the 
matter was referred, replied that all baths were useful in treatment, but that if public 
baths were erected, the house would have to draw up stringent regulations for their use. 
Chamberlen then wrote the above reply, and, amidst other abuse, suggested that the 
college was made up of men opposed to puritan ideas.

Francisco de Macedo, also known as P. Francisco de San Agustin, was a Portuguese 
Jesuit and writer, born at Coimbra and died in Padua (1596-1681).

In 1687 the elector of Brandenberg 
sent him on a mission to visit the German and Italian mines, but on his return he fell into 
disfavour and returned to Holland.

Nostradamus, astrologer, was born at St. Remi in Provence, 14th December, 1503.

The work is encyclopedic, and is divided into eight parts. (1) Theology; (2) 
astronomy; (3) medicine; (4) hygiene; (5) syphilitic maladies; (6) botany; (7) cosmography ; 
and (8) an essay on the four elements. 

The most important is the third part, which contains an illustration showing a human 


body and a house side by side and comparing the members of the former to the parts of the 
latter (see illustration). 


In part 2 are found an astrolabe and illustrations of astronomical and mathematical 
instruments. Inserted between parts 6 and 7 is a Turkish-Latin-Spanish dictionary; and 
prefixed to the work is a poem by Solomon Conegliano. 


Cohn’s medical knowledge and experiences seem to have been of considerable import- 
ance. He gave, from his own observations, the first description of the ‘‘ plica polonica,’’ as 
well as many local symptoms and newly discovered medicinal herbs. 


Tobias Cohn was a Polish physician born at Metz, Germany, in 1652, and died at 
Jerusalem in 1729. His grandfather was the physician Eleazar Kohn, who emigrated from 
Palestine to Poland, and settled in Kamenetz-Podolsk, where he practised medicine until his 
death. His father was the Polish physician Moses Kohn of Narol, in the district of Bei.sk, 
who moved to Metz in 1648 to escape persecution during the Cossack revolution. Tobias 
and his elder brother returned to Poland after the death of their father in 1673. He received 
his education at Cracow and the universities of Frankfort-on-the-Oder (at the expense of the 
great elector of Brandenburg) and Padua, graduating from the latter as doctor of medicine. 
He practised for some time in Poland, and removed later to Adrianople, where he became 
physician to five successive sultans—Mohammed IV., Sulaiman IT., Ahmad IT., Mustapha 
IT., and Ahmad III., moving with the court to Constantinople. In 1724 he went to Jeru- 
salem, where he lived until his death. 


‘* Cohn was familiar with nine languages Hebrew, German, Italian, French, 
Spanish, Turkish, Latin, Greek and Arabic.’’ (Jewish Encyclopedia.) 


‘* Tobias Cohn ascribes medical properties to tobacco (Folio 78b). ‘ Dabako,’ accord- 
ing to him, is a plant that grows chiefly on the Island ‘ Dabako ’ in India. There it is 
called ‘ Fitzilat ’; in Brazil it is called ‘ Pitar.’ Some call it nicotiana after the Ambassador

‘* The author of this work, a celebrated doctor at the University of Halle, in Saxony, 
was born in that town in 1660. His parents had him taught mathematics, and it is to this 
science that he has always attributed his happy and rapid progress in medicine. In 1680 he 
established himself at Erfurt in order to study chemistry there, under Gasp. Cramer, and 
the following year he took his degree. Freed from his academic studies, he gave up the 
whole of his time to his practice. His first attempt was the treatise De cinnabari antimonit, 
which he brought out in 1682. This work, reprinted in Leyden, 1685, established his reputa- 
tion as a clever chemist, which he increased afterwards by professing chemistry in the schools 
of Jéna. It is to him that we owe the preparation so well known, under the name of Liqueur 
anodine d’Hoffmann, a medicine added to a number of the best composing-draughts. Frederick 
IIT., elector of Brandenburg, having founded the University of Halle in 1695, Hoffmann was 
nominated primary professor, and he himself drew up the statutes of the faculty of medicine. 
His fame soon spread into the whole of Germany, and from thence abroad. L’Académie des 
curieux de la nature, those of St. Petersburg and of Berlin, as well as the Royal Society of 
London, admitted him as a member.

Richard Mead, M.D. (1673-1754), royal physician, was one of the most famous doctors 
of his age. He was a famous book collector and a friend of Dr. Johnson's. 

The Dictionary of National Biography remarks concerning this book: ‘‘ In 1719, in 
consequence of the serious epidemic of plague at Marseilles, great alarm was felt in London 
lest an outbreak should occur. The King was in Hanover, and the Lords Justices, through 
Cragos, then Secretary of State, desired Mead to draw up a statement concerning the preven- 
tion of the plague. He accordingly published in 1720 ‘ A short discourse concerning Pestilen- 
tial Contagion.’ Seven editions appeared within a year, an eighth, with large additions (this 
edition, and the best) in 1722, and a ninth in 1744. The book is lucid and interesting; 
everyone could understand it, and it was effective in allaying the public alarm. The practical 
conclusion at which the author arrives is in accordance with the views held by all sanitary 
authorities at the present day, and is that the isolation in proper places of the sick is more 
effectual in checking the progress of an epidemic than a general quarantine or than measures 
of fumigation.’’

There is no definite date of publication on the title-page, but it would appear that 
this Madrid edition was published late in 1729, since the Licences are dated Madrid, August 
and September, 1729. 

The book is an instructive medical work, compiled for the use of Jesuit missionaries 
in the outlying missions in Sonora, California and New Spain, who would be unlikely to 
obtain ordinary medical assistance. It contains instructions for surgical and medical treat- 
ment for most of the accidents and ills which flesh is heir to, and there are numerous 
prescriptions for herbal medicines which could be dispensed by unqualified home doctors; 
the work being divided into three ‘‘ books ’’: Medicine, Surgery, and Antidotes. 

The compiler, Juan de Esteynefer, was a Jesuit, a native of Silesia, who had spent 
many years assisting the missionary Fathers in Sinaloa and Mexico. Moved by compassion 
for the continual sufferings which he witnessed, owing to the lack of medical assistance for 
both Indians and missionaries, he resolved to publish this work from diligent researches 
amongst the most authentic medical books.

Philippe Hecquet, a celebrated and pious doctor, was born at Abbeville in the year 
1661. At the age of seventeen he went to Paris, where he took his degree in Philosophy. 
He had a leaning towards the Church, attracted no doubt by the fact that two of his 
brothers had embraced the ecclesiastical state, thus he followed a course of theology at the 
Sorbonne. An uncle of his, who was a doctor, persuaded him to follow his career; this he 
did, taking his degrees in Paris and Rheims. He-was known as the doctor of the poor, ever 
attending to their wants, and helping young doctors, by procuring them books, which they 
were too poor to purchase for themselves. Lesage, in his novel ‘‘ Gil Blas,’’ embodies 
Doctor Hecquet in the character of Sanfirado, who prescribed blood-letting and boiling water 
for hig patients. It is said that he was so busy that he used to study in his carriage in his 
journeyings from one patient’s house to another.

John Howard (1726-1790), ‘‘ the philanthropist,’’ was born at Enfield. His childhood 
was spent on his father’s estate. In 1742 he came into a legacy, part of which he devoted 
to a year’s travel in foreign lands, during which time he acquired some knowledge of French. 
In 1755 he resolved to go to Portugal, the then recent earthquake attracting him. The ship 
he sailed on, however, was so unfortunate as to be taken by a French privateer, by whom 
both crew and passengers were taken prisoners to Brest, where they met with great cruelty 
and harshness and were almost starved. At Morlaix and Carlaix Howard had more oppor- 
tunity for observing the treatment to which prisoners of war were subjected. When per- 
mitted to return to England on parole, to negotiate an exchange for himself, he not only 
accomplished his personal object, but also successfully represented the case of those who had 
been his fellow captives. In later hfe he again returned to the Continent, visiting France, 
Switzerland, Italy and Germany. He did much for the amelioration of life in hospitals and 
prisons, and he died following upon a charitable act, attending a young lady suffering under 
camp fever. ‘‘ Give me no monument ’’ he had said, ‘*‘ but lay me quietly in the earth 
place a sundial over my grave, and let me be forgotten,’’ but a life like his had made such 
a burial, even in a foreien land, impossible, and this remains were followed respectfully by 
thousands to the grave, where they now lie, near the village of Dauphiny on the road to 
Saint Nicholas.

Amato Lusitano, otherwise Juan Rodrigo de Castel Branco, was born at Castel Branco, 
Portugal, in 1511, and died at Salonica on 21st January, 1568. He was the descendant of a 
Marano family called Habib (=Amatus), and was brought up in the Jewish faith. After 
having graduated with honours as M.D. from the Universities of Salamanca and Santarem, 
and practising for some years in Lisbon, he left his native country in fear of the Inquisition. 
He went to Antwerp for a time, and then travelled through Holland and France, finally 
settling in Italy. His reputation as one of the most skilled physicians of his time preceded 
him there; and during his sojourn in Venice he came in contact with the physician and 
philosopher, Jacob Mantino. Amongst his many distinguished patients were Pope Julius III., 
the Pope’s sister, Jacoba del Monte, and his niece. Whilst at Ferrara, where he spent six 
years, Amatus received an invitation from the King of Poland to remove to that country, 
which he declined, preferring to settle in Ancona, where religious tolerance existed, and where 
he remained until 1555. With the accession of Paul IV., Amatus suffered the persecutions of 
the other Maranos at Ancona. He took refuge in Pesaro, leaving behind him all his posses- 
sions, including several MSS., one.of which—the fifth part of the Centurize—was later restored 
to him and published. He accepted an invitation from the municipality of Ragusa to settle 
there, but after staying for some months he left for Salonica, where he openly professed the 
Jewish faith. 

Amatus enriched medical literature with several valuable works, which for a long time 
enjoyed the highest reputation. Among these the most important was his ‘* Centurie,’’ in 
which he published-accounts of his cases and their treatment.

This interesting Manuscript, dated August 15-27, 1815, written whilst surgeon of 
H.M.S. ‘‘ Northumberland,’’ conveying Napoleon to St. Helena, gives a long and descriptive 
account of the voyage, the Emperor’s habits, his interests and conversations, etc. 


‘‘ Napoleon hag continued longer on deck this day than any one since he joined 
Northumberland. 


‘‘ The countenance of Buonaparte appears less pleasant than it usually has been, he 

spoke little at dinner, during the evening he called Capt. Beatty of the Marines . . . and 
made enquiry respecting the Marines. . . . He was this day extremely inquisitive 
respecting our Artillery & expressed surprize when told that we carryed 12 Pound Guns into 
the field. He was also surprized when told the strength of that part of our Army. 
During the evening Buonaparte continued on deck and a conversation of some interest took 
place between the Admiral and General. It was on the subject of the threatened invasion of 
England in the year 1805. It may be remembered the variety of opinions which the good 
folk in England held on this momentous subject; few actually believed the threat practicable, 
however it seems seriously to have been the intention of Buonaparte. He positively avers 
that he had two hundred thousand men including six thousand cavalry on the coast of 
France opposite England, that he intended heading them in person. The attempt he ack- 
nowledges was hazardous and doubtful in the issue. However his mind was bent on the 
enterprise and the most active arrangements were made for that purpose. 


‘* General Montholon appears extremely cheerful. I cannot say so much for madame 
his wife, her complaints are numerous, she would require a physician constantly in attend- 
ance. Napoleon in enquiring of Mr. O'Meara the particulars of her disease repeated the 
language of Shakespeare almost verbatim—' Can a physician minister to a mind diseased 
or pluck from the memory a rooted evil.’’’ Ete.
